London.—The extent of the iat 
traffic’in drugs, such as opium, mor- 
phine and cocaine, is revealed in a re- 
port which has just been issued by the 
advisory committee on traffic in opium 
of the League of Nations. 

According to this report over 1,100 
seizures of contraband drugs have 
been reported to the league during 
the last four years. In the majority 
of cases seizures were made on board 
ship, where drugs were concealed in 
the most unsuspected’ and out-of- 
the-way places, as, for instance, the 
lamps of the bridge compass, the 
water tank under the boilers, in bar- 
rels of smoked fish, casks of earbolic 
acid, tea chests with false bottoms, 
the cylinder of a life raft, under coils 
of rope. 

The committee is of opinion that 
the convention for the international 
control of the traffic in dangerous 
drugs, which was drawn up by the 
league’s second opium conference in 
February last, if ratified_and endorsed 
by all the powers, will provide for a 
much more effective means of prevent- 
ing the illicite traffic than exists at 
present,

Substantial Cut Is Announced By 
Minister of Finance 

Victoria.—Substantial reductions in 
income tax and, pending further in- 
vestigation, the introduction of a sub- 
stitute tax, a ten per cent. reduction in 
personal property tax to business men 
adversely affected by the incidence ot 
the tax, were announced in the budget 
of Hon. J. D. MacLean, minister of 
finance. 

It is proposed to reduce the tax on 
business incomes over $20.000 from 
ten per cent, to eight per cent.; on 
incomes up to $3,000 the tax will be 
one per cent. and on incomes between 
$3,000 and $4,000 at two per cent. 
while each section of business and 
income from investments are to ob- 
tain relative reductions. The gross 
debt of the province at November 1 
was placed at $76,888,249, and the net 
debt at $43,226,221.

‘Where Saul and David Fought 


Excavations By Palestine Expedition 

Uncover Interesting Collections 

Excavations of forts and, battle- 
grounds where Saul and David fought 
the Philistines are described by Alan 
Rowe, fleld director of the Palestine 
expedition of the University Museum 
of Philadelphia in a report which was 
made public by Dr, George Byron Gor- 
don, director of the museum, 

Fortresses, successively occupled by 
the Egyptians, Philistines and Israel- 
ites have been unearthed on the top 
of the hill of Beth-Shan near the Jor- 
dan, laying bare the wall on which the 
Philistines hung the body of Saul. The 
interior of the wall is blackened by an 
ancient conflagration believed to have 
been set about 1,000 B.C., as part of 
the revenge for the death of Saul 
which was wreaked on the Philistine 
city by David after he conquered it. 
A quantity of baked clay objects. be- 
longing to the cult of Astaroth have 
been collected among the remnants of 
a building which’ is apparently the 
temple of Astaroth, where, according 
to I, Sanmuel, the armor of King Saul 
was hung. 


Gambling With Ice Cream 


Spanish Street Vendors Give Chances 
For Free Treat 

In our country ice cream is a temp- 
tation by itself, but in Spain there is 
added to it the temptation to gamble, 
if bought from a street vendor. On 
top of the zinc pail that holds the 
cream is a small wooden plate above 
which is poised a revolving stick.

Remains Of Extinct Mammoth 


Wonderful Exhibit In National 
Museum at Washington 

A small test tube and panel on ex- 
hibition in the National Museum at 
Washington. constitutes one of the 
most wonderful exhibits.

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Alberta’s Growing 


Poultry Industry: 


Rapid Expansion As a Mixed Farming 
Province is Noted } 

~Alberta’s rapid expansion as a mixed 
farming province in recent years has 
brought about a development of other 
branches of farming hitherto neglect- 
ed, especially that of poultry raising. 
Three years ago this province was a 
heavy importer of eggs and other poul- 
try products in order to meet domestic 
requirements, but the farmers, realiz- 
ing that poultry raising was a valuable 
adjunct to their regular activities, 
‘have lately increased production to 
such a degree that the province has 
now become an exporter. Last year, 
it is estimated the province produced 
over 29,000,000 dozen eggs of a value 
of $5,796,000. In addition some 
5,200,000 pounds of live and dressed 
poultry, worth $3,120,000, were handled 
by commercial houses, making a total 
production for the year of $8,196,000. 

This splendid showing is largely 
due to the activities of the provincial 
co-operative marketing service, which 
has now been functioning for about 
five years, A campaign for more in- 
tensive poultry raising, sponsored by 
this organization, brought about a 
ready response, as is evidenced by the 
subsTantial increase each year in the 
number of poultry on Alberta farms. 
In 1921 the number of poultry in the 
province was 4,963,565. The follow- 
ing year the number had increased to 
5,422,189 and in 1923 had further 1a- 
creased to 6,630,163. Last yeara new 
high mark of 7,214,819 was established. 


Exercise That Is Cheap 


Walking Has Given Place to Expensive 
Gymnasium Equipment 

Are not Canadians and Americans 
becoming the laziest people on the 
face of the earth? Our kinsmen 
across the sea are real walkers. Chil- 
dren watk to and from school one, two 
and three miles away, men walk to 
and from their work two, four or six 
miles from their homes, on Saturday 
afternoons and Sundays they walk 
four;-eight or twelve miles for the sake 
oftheir health. And nobody thinks it 
worth while writing to the newspapers 
about it, When they want a real 
walk they hike from London to Lrigh- 
ton or from Manchester to Blackpool,

over a mile away (or even less), and 
in order that their bodies may get 
some necessary exercise, thousands of 
dollars are spent on gymnasiums, 
equipment, athletic grounds, uniforms, 
coaches, etc., in school, churches, 
clubs and institutions. There is en 
ormous waste in duplication of such 
facilities, a great deal of which could 
be done without if hiking clubs were 
substituted for sports clubs.

Raperimetiters in Saskatchewan Are 
Carrying on Good Work 

Approximately. 600 rural research 
workers aod experimenters are co- 
operating with the College of Agri- 
culture, Saskatoon, in an effort to km- 
prove agricultural conditions by test- 
ing out new varielles of crops and new 


~ methods of production. 


This co-operative effort, consolidat- 
‘ed in the Saskatchewan Field Hus 
bandry Association, has two miain 
lines of effort—to increase the supply 
of the best seed available and to in- 
troduce new crops of different varie 
tles and new methods of producing 
crops. 

“Hundreds of experiments are tried 
each. year by our members,” says 
Professor Manley Champlain. “As a 


rule no member tries more than two} 


experiments in a year, but a few en- 
thuslasts are trying as many as six. 

“A group of about 50 members are 
trying out the idea of growing grain in 
rows iu the hope of finding satisfac 
tory inter-tilled crops which are quite 
necessary In the development of sult 
able crop rotations. 

“A smaller number are trying win- 
ter rye and oats as a temporary pas: 
ture crop, spring sown, and still an- 
other group is trying flax and wheat 
as a combination crop.

Foot and Mouth Disease in Britain 


Further Restrictions Placed On Im- 
portation of Store Cattle From 
‘ Canada 

The department of ogrtculture has 
} received information from Britain to 
the effect that on account of the 
spread of foot and mouth disease In 
England, further restrictions are being- 
placed on the importation of Canada 
store cattle to certain points, 

Canadian store cattle can be landed 
at Glasgow, Cardiff and Dundee, with 
no change in restrictions, so long as 
they remain in the free area. If re 
moved to an infected area, however, 
they are subject to six days’ detention 
instead of the present period. As the 
ports of Bristol and BirkenheaT are 
now included in the infected area, 
store cattle may now only be landed 
at these ports for movement withtn 
the infected area, subject to 21 days’ 
detention. 

Cattle can only be landed at Man- 
chester for slaughter houses within 
the infected area for slaughter within 
96 hours,

Dairying In the West 


Figures Show How Extensively West- 
ern Canada Has Gone Into Mixed 
Farming 

Up to the end of last October, Manl- 
toba had exported, mostly to Great 
Britain, more creamery butter than 
was exported by the province for the 
whole season of 1916. In 1910 the 
three prairie provinces, Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, together pro- 
duced less than 6,000,000 pounds of 
butter; in 1924 they made over 47% 
million pounds of creamery butter 
worth over 15% million dollars and 
the total returns for dairy products of 
all classes was over 65 million dollars. 
This indicates how extensively West- 
ern Canada has gone into mixed farm- 
ing.

tive settlers elsewhere the opportun- 
{ty existing for such development in 
the Dominion. It has been claiméd, 
on good authority, that sheep ralsing 
holds better prospects at the present 
time than possibly any branch of agri 
culture, 

One province at least would seem to 
have benefitted materially by this 
counsel, and the sheep industry of Al 
berta is reported as being in a very 
fine condition. An increasing num 
ber of Alberta farmers are adding 
sheep to their activities, and the Al- 
berta wool clip, it is anticipated, will 
show a great improvement within the 
next few years. Somo 700 Rambouil- 
let rams were imported last fall from 
the United States and a large number 
of Ramboulliet ewes (including one 
band of 1,200 head). According to 
customs officlals, some 14,500 head ot 
sheep were brought into Alberta from 
Montana and other states during the 
ninety day duty-free period.
